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THE ‘‘HAMMY” SIDE OF CYCLE OREGON 


Cycle Oregon is an annual event to promote 
Oregon tourism. Participants came from 35 of the 50 
states and 4 foreign countries. Approximately 2,000 
cyclists rode the 471.6 mile course. This year’s event 
went from Eugene to Oakland to Myrtle Creek to 
Glendale to Butte Falls to Merlin to Gold Beach and 
ended in Brookings. 

The event also promotes ham radio. At the 
closing ceremonies, the group receiving the loudest 
applause was the 13 dedicated amateur radio operator 
s who worked the event. The participants got to see 
the power of ham radio communication when it took 
only 2-3 minutes to get an ambulance on site when 
needed. There were 12 runs to the hospital with 3 of 
them being code three. Of the 13 hams working the 
event 9 were OTVARC members: KZ7T, KB7ADH, 
W7FBP, K7YBZ, N7EPE, WB7UNU, KASOLH, 
N7LMK, and W7JWG. 

The Oregonian did a good job reporting the 
facts, just the facts. Like it took 3 TNT tractor trailer 
trucks just to move the gear from overnight to over- 
night, 100 porta-potties were moved every day, 4 Buck 
Ambulances accompanied the ride, 3 motorcycle state 
patrolmen worked the event, 21 massage therapists 
were kept busy every evening rubbing out sore 
muscles, each overnight hosted 1,500-1,800 tents and 


over 10,000 gallons of water were consumed each day. 


The Oregonian goes all out for this event. They even 
print a Cycle Oregonian daily paper.

| apologize to those people who, totally unknown 
to me, were serving on the standing though inactive 
scholarship committee. | also apologize to Pat Griffiths 
for any slight she feels was directed at her and the good 
job she and the rest of the committee have performed in 
the past. That was not my intention. To the rest of the 
general membership, | apologize for being short sighted 
and overstepping my bounds in any way | have in this 
matter.
